School, which has been a 
participating school in the 
Special Education District of 
Lake County for some time, 
will institute a new Special 
Education class this year — 
one for the Educable Mental* 
ly. Handicapped; The JBoard 
of -Education of the school 
approved addition of the 
class to the school's curricu- 
lum at the Board meeting 
Wednesday night, July 17. 

'Antioch has had a Speech 
Therapy program for four 
years. An Instructor for the 
special class is provided by 
the Special Education Dis- 
trict. The special instructor 
is at- the school two days a 
week, and the class has a 
waiting list throughout the 
school year. 

The new EMII class will be 
made up of pupils who have 
been thoroughly examined 
for eligibility for the class. 
They will be capable of learn* 
ing, but unable to keep up 
with normal classes. There 
will be about 12 to 15 to A 
class. Children from the dis- 
trict who qualified for tho 
program were formerly sent 
to Mundclcin. Instructor for 
the new course will be Jack 
Bodln. Pupils attending the 
class will be Integrated Into 
the program of the school 
outside the classroom, taking 
part in P. E., cafeteria and 
school activities. 

The Board also discussed 
the 1903-64 budget, which is 



on display at. the school. The 
Budget wilt be under discus- 
sion at the August 21 meet- 
ing, to which the public Is 
invited, and will be approved 
at this meeting. The 1963 
tax levy will' also be passed 
at the August 21 meeting. 
i -A special deficit, levy has 
been found necessary, Mr; 
Dlttman said, to make up a 
deficit which has accumulat- 
ed for ten years in the retire- 
men of the bond issue passed 
for the 1052 addition to the 
school. 

Retirement of these bonds 
was planned for 20 yearn, 
with a tax levy made each 
year fo r the interest and 
principal- due that year.

What Are Civil Rights? 



James Meredith, after being booed by neg- 
roes at the NAACP convention in Chicago, com- 
mented sadly on the course being pursued by that 
organization, and thousands of his fellows, in the 
Civil Rights fight He pointed out in. a television 
interview shortly afterward that the negro groups 
were displaying the same intolerance they profess 
to be fighting against — the' intolerance which he 
believed he was fighting against when he endur- 
ed iiisults, personal- danger and ostracism to be- 
come the first negro to attend the University of 
Mississippi. 

Meredith's remark points up tellingly that 
the only difference between the average white 
man and the average black man is the color of 
skin. The question arises as to what it is the negro 
really wants. We haven't heard any clear, point- 
by : point enumeration of this by the NAACP or 
any other representative of the negro race. Are 
negroes themselves clear and agreed as to 'their 
ultimate objective? 

If it's desegregation of every tax-supported 
institution and facility in the U.S., the right to 
vote and exercise his privileges and duties as a 
U.S. citizen, the majority of Northerners, and 
probably a great many Southerners, will willing- 
ly concede it's high time these rights were accept- 
ed facts. 

But civil rights demonstration in the states 
outside the south seem to clearly demonstrate 
this is not all that the bulk of the negroes want, or 
hope for. And it's doubtful if many of the negroes 
themselves could agree on their aims. 

Before any more people get hurt, it would 
seem to be President Kennedy's responsibility at 
this time to step in and insist that Roy Wilkins 
and other negro leaders draw up a clear state- 
ment of their exact aims and desires, and quit 
speaking fuzzy phrases like "civil rights", which 
may mean quite different things to different peo- 
ple. It would also seem to be our President's re- 
sponsibility to insist that demonstrations be aban- 
doned in those places where the legitimate rights 
agreed on have already been granted.

DEAR TAXPAYERS; 

Recently a contracting 
firm was awarded a contract 
to Install sewers in the Oak- 
wood Hfnolls Subdivision.

S, 
1030 requires Improved an- 
chor lights and fog signals 
on our island waters and 
western rivers. These bills 
didn't make the headlines, 
but they may prevent future 
headlines of disaster or col- 
lisions at sea. H. R. 5781 
will will Merchant Marine 
status to nurses who serve on 
our merchant ships. 

Other recent bills passed 
by the House of Representa- 
tives at Washington will: 

(a) Increase allowances to 
jurors in federal courts. 

(b) Relieve census takers 
of making personal visits. 

(e) Authorize granting of 
military awards for bravery 
in the "cold war." * 

(d) Permit the Island of 
Guam to undertake an urban 
renewal program. 

(o) Extend an Invitation to 
hold the 1008 Winter Olym- 
pic Games at Lake Placid, 
New York. , 

(f) Require a daily cere- 
mony in connection with the 
raising and lowering of the 
HO American flags surround- 
ing the Washington Monu- 
ment in the nation's capital. 

These are among the more 
than 40 bills passed on the 
"Consent Calendar" last 
week. 

The last bill passed "with- 
out objection" was as signifi- 
cant as the boiled peanut bill. 
Again, free enterprise 
showed through the maze of 
governmental regulation and 
control. This bllt provided 
for unlimited wheat acreage 
in the Tulelake, California, 
area. <> Acreage allotments, 
subsidies and price supports 
may affect wheat crops in all 
other parts of the nation, 
but under S. 702 passed by 
the House last week, Tulelake 
in California will be free of 
all of these. 

The Congress may be 
charged with passing only 
unimportant bills. But, the 
critics should elaborate the 
expression "unimportant." 
Unimportant— to whom? 

Again, it may be asked 
whether the "state of the na- 
tion" would be better or 
worse if the Congress should 
suddenly pass all of the "Im- 
portant" bills still pending 



on, the calendar and in com- 
mittees. 

In tho opinion of this 
Member of Congress, it 
would be well to complete 
our work on the "little" 
bills and defer permanently

GO FIRST. 

Many powcrboat_opcrators 
seem to resent the fact that 
according to the "Rules of 
the Road," sailboats always 
have-tho-right-QL.way._^_„l 

Tliese antagonists of the 
wind fleet apparently feel 
that the sailors were some- 
how able to swing a lobby 
and that the rules came about 
because the sallboatmen got 
there first and the outboard* 
ers with the powered rigs are 
johnny-comc-latelles. 

But that isn't the reason 
why powerboatmen have to 
give way, chop their throt- 
tles, bow and say, "Sails 
first." , j, 

The "reason lies in the way 
a sailboat operates. 
* Boatmen of. all sorts en- 
gage In their pleasures usual- 
ly on. open expanses of water 
with no carefully defined 
routes. 

Courses can be chosen at 
random. There are no, stop 
streets, -no cloverlcafs and 
no center-land markers. 
. To bring some order to 
the potential chaos this could 
create, the Rules of the Road 
were devised; (I don't know 
why they weren't called 
"Rules of the Waterl") 

The powerhoatman can 
usually sec all the way 
around the horizon. Tho 
veteran powerhoatman takes 
full advantage of this and 
doesn't look straight ahead 
and to the right or left but 
checks behind him as well 
before he makes any radical 
change in course. 

The sailor by' contrast fre- 
quently operates partially 
blind. You just can't see 
through sails. 

Anil further, a sailing ves- 
sel proceeds against the 
wind, or any way* but down- 
wind, by tacking. To reach 
a given point, sailing vessels 
change course and travel a 
zigzag rather than straight 
line. 

The powerhoatman should 
keep In mind that he may be 
approaching a sailboat from 
its blind side, that the sail- 
boat may suddenly come 
about, creating a collision 
possibility. 

Don't expect the sailboat 
suddenly to clear the way, 
for it doesn't have powerboat 
acceleration. 

So what this amounts to Is 
when the powerhoatman 



spots-n rsallboatrrhe-nho'uld 
give It as wide berth as pos- 
sible. .*...■ ' 
i. Pass behind a sailboat, not 
ahead of it, and. In restricted 
passageways,— be constantly 
on the alert for a sailboat to 
alter its course. 
^-rDon't-UGo-your-slgnpl-de^ 
vice as a warning to a sail- 
boat, for under the Rules of 
(he Road, whistle signals are 
not exchanged between a ino- 
torboat and a sailing vessel or 
between two sailing vessels. 
The reason, for this again 
isn't based on any inherent 
snobbery that <sailingboats 
won't .speak to nlotorboals, 
but rather because a motor- 
boat with it greater flexibil- 
ity is expected to keep out of 
the way of boats under sail.

A portion of the roof of the 
Frostee Sno Co. was blown 
off in the storm. The roof 
was lifted from the building 
and fell into the parking lot, 
damaging a car parked there. 
An area of about 50' x 100' 
was damaged. Water that 
had collected on the flat roof, 
and rain, poured into the 
plant, damaging stock. 

The roof of the Chicago 
Ink & Research Co. was also 
damaged. 

At the Antioch Bowl, the 
sign atop the building, set in 
concrete, was toppled and 
gouged through the roof in 
the bar area, and rain poured 
in through the hole. 

The large plate glass win- 
dow of Meyer's Paint Store 
on Lake Street was blown in 
by the wind. 

Numerous trees were top- 
pled, some uprooted. On 
Trevor Road, the barn on the 
Lee McKinney farm collapsed 
in the storm. No stoock was 
in the barn, but Lee's car 
was. As of - Tuesday, Lee 
still hadn't been able to dig 
it out of the bales of hay 
and lumber atop it. 

At the Salvation Army's

engineering. The* manner .In 
which the forces of nature 
are put to work to solve one 
of man's biggest problems in 
crowded communities, the 
utilization of the by-products 
of the decomposition process 
to keep the cycle operating at 
lowest possible cost, makes a 
Conducted tour of the plant 
an Interesting and educa- 
tional event. 

Entering the plant area, 
little if any odor will "toe no- 
ticed, normally. Oeriain 
phases of the operation will 
make the odor noticeable, 
particularly if you're stand- 
ing , near the large open 
tanks. Within the building, 
where the machinery is 



housed, the odor of methane 
gas, produced In the digester, 
is noticeable to the casual 
yisttior. 

To try to follow the gen- 
eral course of the sewage 
from the time it" enters the 
disposal plant through the 
various stages of treatment: 
The raw sewage first enters 
a commiuutcr, which grinds 
the solids. Next, it flows 
Into the settling tnnkfe, 'where 
it is held , for twoHiours, 
while the solids settle to the 
bottom. ■**. 

' With most of the solids 
settled, the liquid next flows 
into the aerator tank. 

The solids remaining in 
the settling tank are scraped 



into the sludge hopper 
twice a day, from where 
they proceed to the digester. 
The scrapers can be turned 
on either at the tank, or by 
use of a remote control sys- 
tem engineer David. Milter 
had installed within the 
building. 

The aerator tank has a 
large wheel of. open blades in 
the center. -Turned '-on; the 
blades peek the water agi- 
tated, adding jwygen Jo _the 
water, whTch the bacteria 
need id work/ Activated 
sludge, which is simply waste 
containing the bacteria which 
eat up the'. solids, is added to 
the tank... The .activated 
sludge Is a product of the 
digester, and is 'produced by 
the plant itself, and constant- 
ly re-used. 

The mechanical aerator 
adds 14 pounds of oxygen 
an hour to the water. The 
liquid which has been emp- 
tied into, the aerating tank 
from the first settling tanks 
remains in this tank for 14 
hours. 

From the aerating tank, 
the liquid is drained off into 
two more settling tanks, 
here It remains for about an 
hour, while the "sludge 
flock" settles. This is the 
bacteria, which will be re- 
used. The flock is pumped 
out and returned to the first 
tanks. The liquid Is drained
